REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The rejections are maintained for reason on record and reasons as follows. The major focus of Applicants argument centers 
around water-soluble and water insoluble (oil-based) APG. Applicants argues that Aven's invention employees water-soluble 
APG rather than water-insoluble APG as instantly claimed. The Examiner argues that according to the Hill et al. reference 
provided by the Applicant, Aven employs both water soluble and water insoluble APG. Note, Hill et al. disclose that C16 and 
longer carbon chains yield water insoluble APGs; therefore, by deduction shorter C-chain APGs are water soluble. The Examiner 
reiterates that although Aven only exemplifies C8/C10 and C12/C14 APG, Aven at paragraph 31 teaches APGs having alkyl 
chains ranging from C8 to C18. Thus. Aven's C16 to C18 alkvl APGs are water insoluble according to Hill et al. Accordingly, the 
C16 to C18 (degree of polymerization) alkyl APGs are capable of solubilizing the hvdrotrope.
